user of plunder; buta grand work 
awaits us in correcting some of the 
more glaring evils of speculation. 
There is little doubt that some per- 
‘gons now eminent in our financial 
world and who walk the streets free 
men would in Europe be impris- 
oned as enemies of society. Asa 
peop'e we bow too much to mere 
wealth; we are too apt to look upon 
the unscrupulous speculator with 
admiration and regard him as 
‘“‘smart.’’ This is a reproach which 
has often been justly cast against 
us by foreigu critics, and itis one 
which should be speedily removed. 
Let legislators and men of public 
* spirit carefully consider this ques- 
tion. The possibility of convicting 
Tweed was at first very seriously 
. doubted, but he died in a prison. 
Incredulous smiles would have 
once been the answer to an asser- 
- .tion that Jacob Sharp would one 
‘day stand a convict at the bar of 
justice, but that seeming miracle 
has become an accomplished fact- 
And the possibility of bringing no 
less guilty persons of fabulous 
wealth to justice will yet te gener- 
ally recognized, In this country 
_the people are the sovereign power, 
and, once aroused, no individual, 
however eminent, can successfully

Some of these old 
mining’ towns are bowers: of beauty. 
I have never seen a prettier place than 
North San Juan. There are nice 
dwellings and beautiful grounds, rich 
in a wonderful variety of flowers and 
fruit, but it is « veritable ‘Sleepy 
Hollow.”’ Its streets are almost de- 
serted, and the people move quietly 
about the place as though the turmoils 
of this rushing age had but little in- 
terest for them. I am certain 
that the new life has more refinement 
and more real enjoyment than the 
old, but it is very hard for the old 
miners to adapt themselves to the new 
order .of things—too hard for 
most of them; so they, long ago 
rolled their blankets and wandered 
away in search of another El Dorado. 
I might write thus of plenty of towns 
in sections of California. Here it is 
somewhat different. We have drift 
mines running close to town, and the 
Bloomfield Company are running a 
hydraulic elevator that lifts the tail- 
ings up 95 feet and dumps them into 
worked-out ground.

In accordance with your request I have 
made examinations of three saimples of 
water furnished by you, with special ref- 
erence to such impurities as would ren- 
der it unfit for domestic use, and beg 
leave to present the following report: 

Sample No. 1 was taken.from the river 
about ten miles above town, at the point 
where the Highland ditch takes it supply; 
sample No 2 was taken from the main 
reservoir, four feet from the surface, near 
where the water used in the town is 
taken; sample No.8 was taken from the 
Highland ditch just before it empties into 
the main reservoir. The following is a 
tabulated statement of the results of the 
tests made:

They try to 
keep 8 spirit by stuffing the pa- 
tient’s mouth with grass, for if it 
leaves before the return of the man’s 
own spirit—which must be absent 
during the fit—the man will die. 


_ Professor Poleck, of Breslau, finds 
that the ‘“‘house-fungus’’ (Merulius 
lacrymans), which is becoming ex- 
tensively spread in Europe, is most 
destructive to woods containing most 
mineral matters; and, as such con- 
stituents are several times more 
abundant in trees when in sap than 
in the cold season, he recommends 
that timber be cut late in winter. 


A French botanist, Mons. Fonssa- 
grives, asserts that poisonous gases 
are given off by both growing and 
harvested fruits—such as apricots, 
Oranges and quinces—and death by 
poteomsns has resulted from sleeping 
n rooms exposed to such emana- 
tions.

Davison has reported to the governor 
of Madras that there are in India two 

ies of woodpeckers and two of 

kingfishers which breed in the nests 
of ants. It is not known whether 
the insects ultimately cepent as a 
result of the invasion, but they have 
been found still in the nests a con- 
siderable time after the laying of the 
bird’s eggs. In one instance the 
kingfishers were seen to be inhabit- 
ing a hornet’s nest, and appearing to 
be on good terms with the hornets. 

The Three-Horned Ox.—Dr. A. T. 
de Rochebrune has described to the 
Paris Academy of Sciences a well-es- 
tablished variety of domestic ox 
which is peculiar to Sen bia, an 
is characterized by a third horn grow- 
ing from the nose and identical in 
constitution and development to the 
two frontal horns. The animals are 
very liable to epizootic peripneu- 
monia and from time immemorial the 
Moors Fulahs of Senegambia have 
practiced upon the creatures preven- 
tive inoculation with the virus of that 
disease.
